Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connments: The Applicant Representative (AR) discussed the independent 
claims and indicated that a Request for Continued Examination (RCE) would be filed along with a preliminary 
amendment. The AR requested the Examiner's opinion on the likelihood of receiving a frist action final rejection if 
additional limitations are added to the claims. The Examiner noted that if the limitation were not previously claimed or 
considered a first action final would probably not be issued. The AR indicated that he had found some features in the 
specification which had not been previously been claimed and which he does not believe are in the cited prior art. The 
Examiner agreed that a further search would probably be required and that he would await the filing of the RCE.. 
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
